to the people, which the ill fated czar had ap- 
proved and was about to sign on the day on 
‘which he was murdered, but to which his eldest 
son and successor, Alexander IIL, declined to 
give his consent. | 

It was owing to this that Prince George You- 
riewski, who had accompanied his mother and his 
two sisters when she was expelled fiom Russia, 
two days after Emperor. Alexander II.’s death, was 
forced to share her exile; an exile which still 
sompels her to make her home in France.

@zar Nicholas en his accession to the throne 
permitted Prince George to return to Russia, and 
granted him @ commission in the Hussars of the 
Guard, but forced him to retire when after a 
few years the prince married Countess Alenendre 
Zarnekau. 

The marriage did not turn out happily, largely 
owing to monetary troubles. She allowed her 
daughter,’ Catherine, and the latter’s husband, 
thefate Prince Alexander Bariatinski, to go bank- 
rupt, owing to her refusal to make them @ suitable | 
allowance, while the married life of her aon 
George and that of his wife were embittered 
by monetary troubles, owing to her miserliness 
towards them. 

The marriage was brought to @ close by di- 
vorce in 1908, and in the same year the ex-Prin- 
cess George Yourlewska married Lee Narishkine,
